FOREIGN BUYERS TAKING MORE COTTON. 
Foreign buyers are again taking cotton on a much heavier 
scale than at any time last year, while American buyers are 
again falling behind their previous record of purchases. The 
exports of cotton for the week of. October 17 amounted to 
330,837 bales, as compared with 110,783 bales for the week 
ending October 17 of last year. 
Exports from August I to 
October 17 amounted to 1,522,700 bales, or a gain of 165,000 
bales over the corresponding time of 1923. 
On the other 
hand, American mills took this year, between August I and 
October 17. 1,293,040 bales, or a decrease of 299,000 bales, 
compared with the same time last year. 
Thus, foreign buyers 
took 165,000 bales more and America took 299,000 bales less 
than for the same period last year. 
Moreover, it should be 
remembered that similar conditions existed last year when 
foreigners bought very heavily over 1922, while American 
buyers for the period took very much less than in 1922. 
Foreign buyers were very much smarter than our Ameri­ 
can buyers last year, and they are again this year in the same 
situation, unless, perchance, there should be a big decline in 
the price of cotton. 
But we seriously doubt whether Ameri­ 
can cotton buyers are wise in gambling on any such prospect 
as that.— Manufacturers Record.

The joint operation was th cid d 
when the interurban company, in 
fulfilling a contract with th*1 city of 
Dallas, decided that Denton was the 
best tow n in the surrounding t< rri- 
tory to include in the network of 
connecting electric lines. A proposi­ 
tion was made to the railroad com­ 
pany to rem its track, obviating th* 
construction of a - parallel road. 
A joint dispatching system, under 
the supervision of th** steam Un* 
company, is maintained. Lac ii >. k 
trie passenger train and each steam 
passenger train is considered iii st 
class, the electric express trains sec­ 
ond class and the steam freight 
trains third class. Th*1 electric com­ 
pany ojierates 30 passenger trains, 
and four express trains, while the 
railroad company runs four passen­ 
ger trains and two freight trains. 
The interurban company pass a 
stipulated rental monthly f >r the 
use .of th** track, and in addition 
pays a sum for the maintenance of
